Nixon's Foes 


Win Equal TV 


Time Request 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Not­ 
ing President Nixon has made 
five nationally televised speech­ 
es on the Vietnam war in nine 
months, the Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission has ruled 
the networks must give time for 
opposing views. 
The FCC, in the ruling an­ 
nounced Friday, said it was nei­ 
ther 
criticizing 
the 
networks’ 
news coverage of the war nor 
discouraging broadcast of presi­ 
dential reports. 
The critical consideration, the 
FCC said, is whether the public 
has a reasonable opportunity to 
be informed when the leading 
spokesman for one side uses 
five prime-time opportunities to 
present his views. 
The 
case 
for rebuttal time 
could not be made on the basis 
of one presidential speech the 
commission said. 
The FCC decided the question 
in response to complaints filed 
under the fairness doctrine by 
the Committee for Fair Broac 
casting of Controversial Issues 
Business Executives Move for 
Vietnam Peace and 14 U.S. sen 
ators. 
Network spokesmen declinec 
comment on the ruling. 
The doctrine requires a broac 
cast license who presents one 
side of a controversial question 
to give the public a reasonable 
opportunity to be informed on 
other sides of the question. 
The FCC also ordered the Co 
lumbia Broadcasting System to 
give the Republican Party an 
opportunity to reply to a July 7 
television 
program 
by 
Demo 
crate. 
The 
commission 
said 
that 
while CBS acted in good faith in 
giving Dem ocrats time to reply 
to President Nixon, the presen­ 
tation did not fulfill the net­ 
work’s intention. 
Nixon’s addresses had dwelt 
mainly on the war issue but the 
Dem ocrats’ 
broadcast, 
featur­ 
ing Democratic National Chair­ 
man Lawrence F. O’Brien, re 
ferred only briefly to the war, 
the FCC held. 
O’Brien attacked that ruling 
as based on false prem ises and 
promised an appeal unless the 
FCC reverses the decision. 
It was not the network’s inten­ 
tion at ail to confine the content 
af the Democratic reply to the 
wiar, O’Brien said.

“ We are troubled that in a 
hungry world such destruction 
is necessary under the FDA’s

ruling,” 
the 
association 
said in a statement.

cyclam ates—even in sugar-free 
diet foods at previously permit­ 
ted 
levels—could 
allow 
young 
diabetics to consume amounts 
which caused bladder cancer in 
experimental anim als. 
The panel concluded that

sweetener would replace billy 21 
calories worth of sugar. “ It is 
evident that the . . . saving is 
not substantial and that the ben­ 
efit as a sweetener has virtually 
disappeared,” the report stated.

toe excess oil. To determine 
if an element needs cleaning, 
try running the engine with the 
air cleaner removed and then 
put the cleaner back on.

Wilt Threat 
To Tomatoes 


Just about this time of the 
year when prospects of a good 
tomato crop are in sight, plants 
often begin to turn yellow and 
some may wilt and die. 
A number of pathogenic and 
non-pathogenic 
diseases 
may 
affect 
these 
plants. 
In 
some 
cases there is little that can 
be done this season but knowing 
what toe problem is w ill help 
you make a decision on varieties 
and location next year, 
says 
R. E. Partyka, Extension Ser­ 
vice plant pathologist at 
Ohio 
University. 
Yellowing 
of 
leaves 
characteristic of a number of 
problems. 
This could be due 
to root injury from too much 
water if the garden area 
flooded due to summer storms 
Tomato roots can only tolerate 
a saturated soil condition 
for 
a few hours before soil oxygen 
is depleted and toe roots begin 
to die. 
Yellowing may be associated 
with a lack of nutrients. This 
is often followed by a fungal 
disease known as early blight. 
Early blight forms dark target 
shaped or “ bullseye” spots on 
the 
leaves. 
This 
disease 
gradually moves up the plant, 
defoliating it until only the top 
[eaves remain green. A weekly 
spray 
program 
with 
maneb 
(Manzate, Dithane M-22), M-45, 
Manzate 200 or Difolatan will 
help to control this disease.

Narcotics Bill 
O Ks No-Knock 
Raids By Police 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
A 
narcotics control bill allowing 
police under some conditions to 
break into homes without warn­ 
ing has been approved by the 
House Commerce Committee. 
The idea of the no-knock pro-1 
vision is to prevent destruction 
of evidence.
